An instance of how far Canada has 
travelled towards becoming an ‘‘adjunct’’ of the 
United States since 1911 comes out strongly in 
connection with the present coal strike. The 
United Mine Workers of America, whose organ- 
ization extends from the Atlantic Coast to the 
Rocky Mountains, has declared a strike in both 
Canada and the United States. At a time of gen- 
eral price deflation they make demands that mean 
higher cost of living to everyone but themselves, 
And at a time when unemployment is more gen- 
eral than any like period in the history of the con- 
tinent, they deliberately add from a half to three- 
quarters of a million men to the list of unemploy- 
ed. The reasons for this remarkeble course can- 
not be:found in the ordinary influences that brin 
about a strike. Judged by every accepte 
standard, there should be mo strike at the present 
time; and certainly the demands made should not 
have been made, The strike is the result of poli- 
tical exigencies within the U.M.W.A. organiza 
‘tion. John L, Lewis ies the seat of author- 
ity as president of the U.M.W.A. A atrong effort 
is being made by the ‘‘red” element to oust him 
—on the grourd that his views are not sufficient- 
ly ‘‘advanced.’’ In order to hold the support of 
that elemcrt he feels compelled to declare himself 
as willing to go as far as they demand in the 
effort to control the industry, and thereby the 
governnient of the . Hence his endorsa- 
tion of the strike for a 30-hour week et war-time 
wages. Possibly he does not expect the strike to 
succeed. But whst hoe does expect, and what he 
is striking for, is thet he shall remain at the head 
of the organization. No matter what happens 
the miner, the operator or the consumer, as a re- 
sult of the strike, Lewis’ one chance to hold his 
present place is to go as far down the line as the 
‘red’? element within the organization demands. 
And he is doing it; while the coal industry of

agreements has ceased to exist. Ree 
Presumebly « trade union exists for the pur- 
pose of bettering the earnings and working condi- 
tions of its members. If proper betterments can- 
not be secured by other means, the strike is the 
weapon to be used. On the other hand, an indus- 
try must be operated at a profit or it cannot 
operate at all, Alberta coal meets the competi- 
tion of Pennsylvania in Manitoba and Eastern 
Saskatchewan.

ALBERTA IS NOT 
AN EASY MATTER

Agricultural Editor. 

Dear Sir—-Would you please grant 
me a amal! portion of your valuable 
space in order to correct & misconcep- 
tion which seems to be prevalent in 
the minds of many people regarding 
beekeeping in Hdimonton, 

Many apparently believe that ell 
that is required to get honey from the 
bees is to get a swarm ae carly in the 
spring as possible, place them in 
suitable location, remove the surplus 
honey in the fall and then place them 
in the basement or in @ special win- 
tering case until the following spring. 
Thie te I aamure you @ very erron- 
eous idea. 

It ia not my idea to in any wey dem- 

en the enthusiasm of any person who 
intending to take up beekeeping, 
but a few pdinte should be borne in 
mind before purchasing a hive of bees, 
Some of these points are; 

(1) Alberta is not an {deal bee 
country, although the honey produced 
here is among the finest flavored in 
Canada or United Btates . 

(2) Practical beekeeping is @ trade 
which must be learned by personel 
experience, and not by reading teat 
books on the subject 

(8) Heavy winter losses must be en- 
countered unless the proper facilities 
for wintering are provided, 

(4) Ampie time must be given te 
every hive for thorough inspection, 
eleo the hives must be carefully 
watched during a certain period for 
of ewarme. 

Many other minor details too nu- 
merous to mention, enter Into the euc- 
ceasful manipulation of bees. Ag may

STRAWBERRY PLANTS 
DO. BEST WHEN SET 
OUT ABOUT MAY 15th

Among the ‘eading varieties of 
strawberries grown jn the Mdmon- 
ton district are the @enator Dunlap, 
Bederwood, Dr, Burrel, Superb and 
Progressive. The firwt three are what 
are known ee June bearing varieties 
and che latter two are everbearing, 
The @enator Dunlap is & medium 
variety that i» being recommended 
by all nurserymen in the @ietriot an 
one of the hardiest and bevt‘all round 
varieties for anyone to grow. A larwe 
number of runmers are thrown out 
during the summer and it ig @ very 
vigorous grower, , 

The De. Burrel {#9 also a medium 
variety and in many respects is e&mi- 
lav to the Benator Dunlap. i does, 
however, not eet aa many plants dur- 
ing. the summer. The Bederwood is 
an early variety and hag also given 
vor good rewults, 

he Progreasive and the Guperb as 
je the case with all of the evere 
bearing varieties are poor pliant wt- 
ters, and although they bear fruit 
from July 16 to iate in the full, for 
the reason that they throw out tow 
runners @r@ no tae popular ae the 
June bearing varieties. The Muperb 
in considered by some to be hardier 
than the progressive variety. 

AM of these varieties cun be secir- 
ed locally from aimost any nureery- 
mén or seedmnan. For delivery in 
May the prices per hundred planta 
range from 83 to $4. The Senator 
Dunlap i welling from $3 to §4; Dr. 
Burrel $4, Bederwood $4, while the 
evenbearing varieties range in price 
from $7 to $8 per hundred, 

Strawberry plants should be eet out 
about May 15 and in some casos a 
week later depending upon weather 
conditions. Strawberries require lots 
of moleture to become well establish~ 
ed and in case the soll ts very dry 
when the plants are reweived it is 
advisable to heel them in and wait 
until @ rain and the soll ia in better 
condition, Only plants one year old 
should be vsed in etarting a bed, 

Strawberry plants are usually saat 
{n rowe which are from four to ix 
fect epurt, and the plants two feet 
apert in the row During «hg first 
summer the plants throw out runners 
on either side of the rows and take 
root, Thia leaves a matted row in the 
second year from two to three feet | 
wide. In the firet year in the case 
of June bearing varietiog ail of the 
blossoms should be pinched off #o as 
not to allow the planta to friuit. The 
second year the heaviest crop of fruit 
fe usually harvested, the yield in the 
third year being somewhat lighter 

Moet peopie prefer to start a new 
bed every year and keep three boda 
in the fourth year, After the wsecond | 
erop the yield of fruit to usually Hert | 
and aga rule it does not pay to bother 
with them,

The wxty-five jherds tested lac 
your averaged from eix tte woven 
eowWs each, the total number of cows 
tested being somewhat over 400, Tho 
majority of ghe herds are grades, and 
are eituated in practically a:) sections 
of the provinve from Parwalr in tho 
south, to the Pence Kiver country. 
The cow testing scheme wag start 
ed by the Dominion government 
with ¢he object in view of promoting 
dairying ee much ae Homlbie, and in 
carried on tn all of the provinces 
with the emeption of Briti#eh Colum~ 
bia, where cow testing la under thy 
provincial government, 

A itrained duiry expert is employed 
to oversee the toasting in each pro. 
vince, A, G. Morre, who hae ohares 
of the work in Alberta, ie located at 
BWdmonton, Regular viaite are mado 
to all of fhe leading dairy diatricie 
throughout the province ‘by M- 
Morre, who makes it hie husiness to

There @ nc omigation on the part 
of the farmer other than buying bis 
own milk @oales if he (haw none of 
his own, and the milk bottias in 
which the eumplea of aniik for tom- 
ing ere kept, The farmors, of course, 
must weigh the milk wf each cow 
twice a day, and keep a record of th» 
production of each cow Reoord 
sheets are eupplied by the govern- 
ment.

Cow teeting has been carried on tn 
Alberta by tthe [Dominton @overnment 
under the present ayatem @ince 1918,

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Henry Tells Them How. 

Mr. Henry Ford says that the 
railways are in financial trouble 
because the managers will not 
look at the question of transpor- 
tation costs from the standpoint 
of the people who buy tickets and 
pay freight rates. Henry has 
peculiar notions about some 
things. But he has built up a 
gigantic industrial enterprise by 
studying the size of the average 
purse and building an automobile 
which millions can afford to buy, 
who otherwise would have to 
walk. Incidentally, he has hit 
the railways an awful wallop by 
stealing their short haul traffic, 
and has come near to putting all 
the street car systems in the con- 
tinent on the junk heap. He is, 
therefore, entitled to attention 
when he says that the way to sell 
transportation is to cut the price 
to a figure that people can afford 
to pay. At present the railways 
have -boosted~their- charges. until 
nobody uses’them unless he can- 
not get out of it. Their manage- 
ments might do worse than pon- 
der this word of advice from a 
man who has made millions by 
selling a rival service, and who 
has done more than any other 
single individual to put the rail- 
ways in the ditch. 

How Compete? 

In his address to the Board of 
Trade Mr. James Ramsey gave a 
first-hand view of conditions in 
Germany which is very interest- 
ing locally, and which might be 
profitably made note of by people 
eyerywhere. Three facts seem to 
afisve particularly attracted his at- 

tention. Automobiles are scarce 
in Germany. Liying is cheaper 
there than it probably is in any 
other part of Europe. And wages 
are incomparably lower than they 
are on this continent. 

The point is not whether things 
in Germany are as the German 
people would have them. The im- 
portant question is what effect 
these conditions in Germany are 
going to have upon the rest of the 
world. And as to that there does 
not seem to be much room for 
argument. A place where people 
live simply, where living is cheap, 
and where efficient labor is plen- 
tiful and low-priced, is a place 
where manufacturing and indus- 
trial activity of all kinds can be 
carried on to advantage. Given 
those favorable circumstances, all 
that Germany needs is an invest- 


ment of capital in factories and | 


equipment to flood the markets 


of the world with its goods and| 
start it on a new stage of indus- | 


trial development. And 
these favoring conditions exist 
the capital to turn them to ac- 
count is not likely to long be 
wanting. How is the rest of the 
world going to meet competition 
of that kind unless it deflates cost 
of living, wages, and habits of 
spending down to something re- 
sembling the German standards 
plus the freight charges on Ger- 
man-made goods? 


Better Begin at the Bottom. 


The Genoa conference seems to 
have got into trouble in the same 
way that the Peace conference got 
into trouble when it attempted to 
set up the League of Nations—it 
tried to reconstruct things from 
the top down, The delegates at 
Genoa hoped to re-establish Euro- 
pean prosperity at a sitting, as the 
Versailles conference hoped to 
solve the world’s political prob- 
lems by a formula, In both cases 
the intentions were the best, but 
the practicality of the thing much 
to be doubted.

effort. Peace and prosperity are 
conditions which cannot be im- 
posed by law or convention. The 
nations of Europe will have to 
work out their financial salvation 
by individual effort, just as the 
private citizen must do. And like 
him, they will have to begin to re- 
build at the bottom, with such 
means as fortune has left them. 
Within limits co-operative action 
may help, in the case of the in- 
dividual and that of the nation. 
But for neither of them is there 
any substitute for self-help. Eur- 
lope, it is to be suspected, would 
getting on faster if it had teas | 
faith in the redemptive power of, 
international confabs and more | 
ot in concentrated national ef- 
ort.
